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REPORT OF TRUSTEES. 



To Hon. Aba S. Bij3Hnbli,, Qovemor: 

Id compliance with the law the Traeteee of the MaasilloQ State 
Hospital beg leave to submit the sixth aaaual report oT that institation. 

Looking to the opening for the reception of patients, as piovided hj 
act of the G^eneral Aaaembly, the trustees, early in the year, unanimoaaly 
elected Dr. A. B. Richardson, Superintendent, who entered upon his work 
May 1, 1898. With commendable zeal and constant labor, the vast work 
of completing and furnishing the buildings soon to be occupied, was 
carried forward, so that by September 6 they were ready for occcpancy, 
and 343 of the inmates of other State hospitals belonging to this district 
were transferred to the new hospital. 

The formal opening and dedication services were held in the spacious 
dining room on the 14th of October, and was attended by the Governor 
and many of the State officers, which evidenced great interest in the 
auepioions opening of another of the noble works of our State for her 
unfortunate and afflicted citizens. 

The oonatractioD of additional buildings, notably a residence for the 
superintendent and an office building, after considerable delay by a legal 
quibble, has gone forward, as far as the season would permit, and are in a 
condition to be completed early the coming spring. 

Energetic measures were used to secure the proposed railway to the 
State grounds. Condemnation proceedings, when necessary, were insti- 
tatod, bat before these were concluded, an anfortnnate difficulty arose by 
the absolute withdrawal of the generous offer heretofore made by Russell 
A Co. of the use of their railroad connections, so that after all the worry 
and expense we do not seem to be any nearer this important desideratum 
than at the beginning. 

While the failure to secure the road is a cause of regret, as well as 
increased expense to the State, we believe that every honorable means 
has been used to accomplish the desired end. The original guaranteed 
proposition to procure the building of the road is still in full force, and 
to that the trustees must look for this necessary improvement. 

The exhaustive report of the superintendent herewith sabmitted, 
fumishee in detail the various items of the work accomplished during the 
year and the cost of the same, and will be found of great valae, not only 
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to those specially charged with the government of our State institutions, 
bat to all intereeted in the development and improvement of the same, 
and we are pleased to commend this report to your favorable considera- 
tion and approval.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERIXTEXDKNT. 



To the Board of Tnulai ; 

OENTLEKm : I have tbe honor to prMsnt for joar eoDflideratbo • ratamt ol the 
operation of the Muullon State Hospital for tbe jeu ending NoTembet 16. 1898. The 
7ear hB«b:en an eventful one in ita hiitorj, aa it mark* the begianiDK of ila sotiTawork 
u a hoipUal for tbe cue of the iniBoe, and the inception of what ite frienda hope ma; 
prove a career of great naefnlnesa to nntortnnata and BufTering humanit;. The begin- 
ning 18 modest and much of the potentialit? of the institution tor good remaina 7«t to 
be developed. 

When 70U did me the honor to make me jour choice for the saperintendenc;, it 
waa accepted with a consciousncsa of the extent and arduoas character of the work 
before ua, and we have entered upon it with cansiderable aaiiet;. As 70U will recall, 
the appointment was made in March, and onr ac^ve dutiee began on Ma7 1, of Ihia 
7ear. At the time of onr appointment an entire sewaga a/atem wae required to hi ood- 
etructed, a large amount of grading wis neceetarj in order to prepare the immediate 
surroundings of the buildings for the walks that wonld be requisite to permit iheq to 
be luccessfnll; adminiatered, all of the boildings required electric fiitorei, the windows 
were uoprotcctcd, a cold storage apparatus had to be provided in order to ensure the 
safe-keepinjc of perishable vegetables and fruits, additional electric machiner; for 
power and lighting waa required, the store bnildiag Interior wai jet to be finished and 
made ready for the receptioa of auppliee, and all of the shelving and fiztiiree needed for 
the various buildings were jet to be made and put in place. The buildings had not jet 
been tamed over b7 the oontractors, and some of them had considerable work still to be 
done on them. There was no pnmping apparatna 70! provided, and the best method of 
raising the water from the deep wells, three of which had been then completed, was 7M 
to be determined. Contracts for furnishinK the buildingt were still to be made, includ- 
ing macfa)ner7 for the laandrj and a complete kitchen and dining room outfit. 

From Ma7 I nntil the reception of pationla on September 6, every moment of our 
lime was occupied with the equipment of the boUdiogS) the praparation of the gtonnde 
and the roads and the endless detail connected with tbe evolution of a ho«|rital for the 
treatment of the insane. 

The scbednle of contracts made during the jeat will he found at the oloae of thla 
report, and will serve to show eomething of the variety and extent of the work requir«d 
lo prepare the bnildiogs for the reception of patieuta. 

BIWAOe DUFOeAL. 

One of the most important questions that dtmanded attention when we atsnmed 
ekarge was that of the beat method of Beware dlaposal. In the Invea^gation of this 
snbject jon had made a visit to some of the moet modem and improved STatanu as teen in 
aomeof the cities of Massaehuaetta, in the fall of lS97,aud after atnll inveaUgationitwas 
determined to adopt the method of oombindsd intermittent filtration and broad irriga- 
tion, and Haaut. Snow & Barbour, engineers, of Boston, Mass., were emplo7ed to pre- 
pare plana and superintend the eonatrnction of the entire sewage S7stem. Work waa 
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begun aboul Ms; 1, and theentire s^itom wu completed sbout Seplember 1. It liu 
been in sncceetful operation lince that dale, and we belieTe'it vill prove in evvrj reapcct 
satiafactorj. Tlie main Mver line is made of Ift-inch gUzid tilinj^, carefuUr laid witli 
water tight cement joints. It ia Tentilated at intemli by manholes, which are in- 
tended to admit the entrance of Ireah air to ttie wwer. Branchee of ui and eighi inches 
in diameter go to the different building* and gronp^ o( bnildingi. Theee linee are k> 
arranged that the main termini are at the infirmar/ bnilding, the lanndrj and the hoe- 
pital, at each of which a considerable volume of water it need, thus enenring a more 
effective flushing of each line. All the branchea connect directlj with the m^n soil 
pipe from each bnilding^ and theee are connected with each apright line of soil pipe ex- 
tending Mveral feet above the roof, and without the intsrvention of water trap or anj 
obetniction to the circulation of air through the entire line of pipe. The interior of 
the buildings being warmer tlian the main sewer, caoees a rarefaction of the air and an 
apwstd current in each line, the fresh air being supplied b? the manholee along the line 
of the main aewer. The main eawer runs toward the northwest and discharges into a 
reservoir holding about 26,000 gallons, and construclBd of brick laid in cement and 
covered with brick arches, the whole being underground, bnt with a manhole for venti- 
latioD. Where the pilch of the main sewer is increased it is reduced in size to eight 
inches, and ii is all laid at inch a grade that sewage deposited at the most extreme 
points of the sfstem will reach the reservoir within 30 minutes. 

The reier voir has constructed in its western end an eight-inch automatic siphon, 
which diacharges automatically when the reservoir is filled to acettiin level. From this 
point the contents are discharged through an eight inch line by an invettcd siphon on 
the filter beds, which are located on gronnd about 23 feet lower than the reservoir and 
about 780 feet to the west. The^reservoir, when full, can be discharged by the siphon in 
about 20 minutes. The lieda are located in the midst of t'le farming lands, comprising 
about 7G acres of table-land with a gravelly subsoil. One acre of filter bed waa pre- 
pared, divided into four quarter acre plala and filled with carefully selected gravel to 
the depth of four aoti ooe-balf feet. Owing ti the level of the outlet for the effluent, 
which is a ravine to the northwest of tie hospital grounds, these beds were built partly 
above the service of the gronnd, the banks being made of the loam covering the 
surface on which the beds were constrocted. Each bed has two lines of four-inch 
glaied tile for under drainage, laid with loose joints and connect :d with an eight inch 
line along the west side tor the discharge of the effluent into the ravine mentioned above. 
The elevation of the beds necessitated the irrangementof the inverted siphon from the res- 
ervoir, so as to keep the pipe below the' sarface and then bring the sewage up to a 
height sufficient to discbarge on the surface of the beds. Gates are arranged so 
ts to allow the discharge of the contents of the reservoir on each bed coneecativelf , the 
Tssaivoir holding what is estimated to be a doee for one-quarter acre. About half way 
down the line of the sewer, from the reservoir to the filter beds, a gate is arranged in a 
manhole by which the sewage can be brought to the surface at this point and discharged 
through ditches on the sloping hillside and the fields below for the purpose of irrigation 
during the dry season. The mun sewer is also continaed through the beds and con- 
nected with irrigation ditches through which the sewage may be distributed in like 
manner to the fields to the west of the beds, this outlet being controlled by a gate in a 
manhole in the center of the beds. The acre of prepared bed is estimated to be capable 
of effectively Altering tlie sewage of a population of 1,000 penona. Thus far the popn* 
latlonof the hospital has not much exceeded 4O0, hut as far aa we can judge the eetimate 
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of it* capacitj ia » conserTKliTe one. It hM done it* work •.ppsnotlj rery effectivclj 
sod there hH not been the l»wt onpleuint odor in the neighborhood of the bed*. 

We have given this nther lengthj description of the ijatem becaiue it i« somewhat 
new to thii State, and the qneetioD of the proper diipoiitioD of the Hwage of mui; of 
oni iaBtitntioiu Mid citiea is becoming an argent one, and on» that wtU eoon require 
deoided modificatione of the present nnsaDitary method of disohjuging into ehallow

Sciircelj lees important, and even more urgent, was the solation of the question of 
how best to provide a water anpplr for the hospital, capable of yielding a supply suffi- 
cient for a population of 1,600 to 2,000 persons and safe and ivliable. 

Two lest wells had been sunk to a depth of 260 feet, six inches in diameter and 
cased down to the rock about 225 feet below the anrface. One of these had been in use 
for several years by the contractors and the water seemed of good qnality. During the 
winter of 1897-8 two more wells were drilled to a depth of S75 feet, going entirely 
throogh ibe rock Qntil the drill struck the shale formation. The sandrock was found 
about 160 feet thick and of nmarkahly dean, eoane texture, being apparantly a good 
water-bearing rock. No limeatonfl'waE encountered. Each well was six incliea in diam- 
eter and cased down to the rock about 225 feet from the surface. One of the old wells 
was also drilled down to the same depth. It waa estimated that throe three wells would 
yield sufficient sapply for the hospital for sometime in the future at least. A sample 
was cirefallj procnred, under the supervision of Dr. C. O. Probst, Secretary of the State 
Board of Health, and seat to Prof. N. W. Lord, of the Ohio State University, for analy- 
sis. His report is as follows:

The taniUiy ualTtli iodicates a' deep well water of high org anie pnritj. The high 
free ammonia ia no drawback to lach a water aa it ii doe to redaction of nitratu. If 
tbe water waa from a ihallow wtil, il wanld of conree be grooud tor objection. 
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Tht mineral analTiui ihowB a inoderatel; bard water free Irom sulphate of lime, 
hence euilj treated lot boilers. The total scale forming ingredient* are 22.96 parts per 
100,000, or 12.42 grains to the U. 8. gallon. 

The qualitj of the aapplf being thas Msared to be aaiisfictor;, the next qaeetion 
that >TOM was aa to its safficiency in qaantity and the most satUfaclorj method of rais- 
ing it from this depth. In esch well the water leTel stood at abont 126 feet below the 
larfaoe. The choice of apparatus seemed to lie between deep well pamps, requiring one 
for each well, and an air oompreseor, wfatch could be located at a central point and the 
air-pipe carried from t^is to each well. To determine the quesiion of the sufficienc; of 
the sDpplf and the feasability of nsing the B^stem of compressed air, a temporary appa- 
ratus WIS loaned the hospital by the Ingetsoll-Bergeant Drill Co., of New York, throngh 
their Cleveland agent, Hr. Geo. R. Harrs?, and after ssTeral weeks' test which was 
believed to establish both the safficiency of the supply and the economy of the system of 
pompiag by compr««sed air where several wells are to be pamped simultaueoasly, a 
contract was finally mide with the eanie company far one of their daplez, cross com- 
ponnded compressors, of the beet constroction thronghont and gnarsntesd to lilt not 
less than 176 gallons per minote a height of 160 feet at a maximum cost, with the 
present prims of fuel and labor at HaaeilloD, of 2[V*a cents a tbousmd gallons. The 
total cost of the apparatus, including the necessary receiver and foot pieces for each 
well, all pat in place, the State fnroishiog the fonndation and labor to assist in the 
erection, was $2,410.00. 

<te account of the very considerable lift, the compressor called for in the speeifics- 
tiona for water works, which wts included in the contract of the year previoos with J. 
W. Myers & Co. was believed to b« inadequate and this part of that contract was there- 
fore abandoned by mutual consent, the amount deducted for the omitted compressor- and 
receiver being 9700.00. 

The improved apparatus was put in nnder a 90 days' guarantee and has been in 
sn ce seeful operation since about October 1. The three wells are pumped Bimnltinaously 
and as neirly as can be determined the amount of water pumped with the pressure of 
the air at 96 pounds and the compressor running at a speed of 72 strokes per minute is 
above 7,000 gallons per hour or about 176,000 gallons during the 24 hoars. 

The water from the three wells is discharged into a large cialem holding about 4,000 
barrels and' from ther* pumped with an ordinary dnpU i service pump to the stand-pipe, 
holding about 6,000 b irrels. 

When the compressor is started the water stands in the wells at abont 126 feet from 
the surface. After pumping for abont 30 minntaa ihe level of the water is lowered about 
27 feet and has never been seen to go below thia point nnder several days continnous 
pnmping. The operation of the apparatoe has been thus far io every respect satisfactory 
and we believe we have a water supply not often excelled. As seen by the analysis it 
contains some calcium carbonate but no salphale of lime, and used in the boilera it 
forma no hard scale. There is very little scale of any eharaeler and no more sediment 
than Is desirable to protect the metal from pitting. It is not a eof t water, hnt the hard- 
neas Is not iDJariotu. The capacity ol each well has not been fully tested, but seem* to 
bewail above 60,000 gallons per 24 honii. The nnmber of welbcau be increased without 
limit and we believe ibe present apparatas will be capable of pumping five or six well* 
at onoe, thus ensuring all the water that will probably be required by the hospital after 
it shall have been fully completed. 
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COLD BTOKAOK, 



Id fittlsK np the inierior of the etoK bailding, the contract iot which wu let to J. 
W. H7«n & Co., for the lum of Si,528.36, the roonu deaigoed tor cold atorage were 
tboroiif[hIj iojultted aad prepsred for the cold itorkie apparRtas. Thej are located at 
the north end of the atore baildiog od the main fljor, and'oamprUe three rooms, on« for 
meata 16 feet bj 16 feet in aize, one for milk and butter 12 feet hj 14 feet and one 11 fe«t 
bj 18 feet for vegetiblea. These three open into a veatibale corridor which connecta 
with the batcher ahop and the main store room. In the bwement room, below the 
rooma above deacribed, is located the brine tank for freeiing ice and eooling the brine 
which ia afterwarda pnmped through the cooling rooms above, and also the room for the 
storage of the ke, this also being thoroaghly inaalaled and cooled with brine pipe*. 
The ammonia compreiaor, and ammonia and ateam cond«iBer, reboiler, etc, are located 
in the power house aboat 40 feet eaat of the store building. One engineer ia'thoa able 
to look after the electric machinei;, the cold storage apparatus and the ail compieatoi 
for pumping the water. From ihia room the ammonia, steam and condeoaed water paae 
in a duct underground to the brine tank iu the baaement of the atore building before 
deeeribed. Bids were asked and a contract entered into with the Frick Company of 
Wajneeboro, Pa., for a 10-ton refrigerating machine gaaranteed capable of freeiing two 
toDB of ice per da^ and of cooling the three rooms above deacribed aa followa : The meat 
and the milk and butter rooms to a temperature of 30 to 86 degree* F. and the v^etable 
room of 40 to 50 defcreee F. in mldaummer. Aa already mentioned the s;atem naed i* 
that of brine circulation ik the cooling rooma, the brine being cooled in the brine tank, 
where the ice ia also froten, b7 the circulation of the ammonia throngh pipes immersed 
in the brine. 

The Bjstem was put in operation the latter part of Anguat, and has been verj 
latisfactorr thus far. Even in the YfiJ warm weather that followed in the earlj part 
of September we found nn trouble in keeping the rooma at the required temperature 
and in freeiing all the ice required and a large aurplns beaides. All thia waa done 
usually alao by running the compressor only dnring the day, the brine by evening being 
reduced to a temperature of 18 to 16 dt^^reee, when it would be stopped and the brine 
pnmped through the rooms during the night. The economy of auch an arrangement Is 

The total cost of compreseor, brine tank and all refrigerating machinery wai 
$3,629.00. 

KLKCTBIC UaCRINBRV ARD FIXTCBXe. 

Bids were alaa aaked for an additional dynamo and engine, the capacity of the 
dynamo to be 100 E. W. and to include the neceaaary changes in the awitchboard to 
accommodate the reqnired oonnectiona. Contracta were entered into with the Card Elec- 
tric Company, of Manafield, Ohio, for the dynamo and switchboard connections, and with 
Bnasell A Company, of Masaillon, tor a compound engine direct connected and guar- 
anteed of capacity to maintain the required speed nnder full load and 20 per cent. oTer- 
losd, for adyname of the capacity sb>ve describ«d. Owing to complication* that seemed 
unavoidable there wa* much delay in the construction of the machinery and the final 
test of it hai not yet been made by the engineer*. The apparatus baa been in operation 
abont one month. The total cott of the dynamo and switchboard changes was $1,804.00, 
and of the engine $1,800.00. During the year contracts for motors were alao made ai 
follow*: With the Card Electric Company one T)-hor*»-power and one &-hoT*e-power for 
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$460.00 Mid with the Ttiamph Electric Company for one 3-bcru-power slow speed ciicalai 
motor for mengle, foi t226.00. The 7J-horM-po«er wee later foand to be too aual) for 
the work required and it waa exchaHRed for a 26-horHe- power and thii was placed in the 
hoapital bnilding and the 15-hor«e-power which had been in nse there waa traDsferred 
te the laandiy and natd tor the main ihaflitiK in piace of the TJ-horscfpower which wu 
fetomed in theeichange. 

With the 50 K. W. djnamo provided nnder a previonB contract we hare enfficlent 
electric apparatns for the prennt oeeds of the hoapital for both light and power, and for 
a coDHiderable increaae bejond the preaeot oapacitj. 

A coDtract waa also made wilfa the Mortean Gaa Fixture Co. of CleTelaad, Ohio, 
for the elecu-io fixturea leqaired for ill the baildinga, wired and pat In place, for the 
■am of 12,167. This contract hai been iaiufactorilj completed and the work i» very 
creditable to the company throngbont and particularly in the charaeler of the fixtnree 
foniiahcd for the Renentl diniDft hall. 

WDtiKiir ecBBxm. « 

Specifications were prepared and bid* aeked for ecieeniDg the windows of the vari- 
ona bnildings occupied by patients, with wire acreens made of j-inch channel iron and 
No. 8 iron wire, crimped and with a two-inch meeh io the liTlng rooms and dorotitoriea 
and a one-ioch mesh io the basements. In the firat stories of the cottage* only the 
lower saab U covered, bnt in the dormitories above and in the infirmary and hoapital 
the entire window waa covered, indnding the transom. Hy experience baa been that 
this is the only safe plan to prevent nnfortnnate accidents, and 1 did not feel that a lees 
protecti<») than this wonld suffice. 

The coDtiacI for the screens, put in place, was let to Fred Haberman, of Marion, 
' Ohio, for the anm of $1,094. The work baa been satiafaclorily done and all the acreena 

6KIDINO AMD PAVIKS. 

During the early spring and snmmer a considerable force of teama and men were 
employed in grading ofT the interior ooutt in front of tbeboepitil boildingaod in filling 
the ravine near the cottages and in extending the main driveway to the hospital bnild- 
ing and acroea the front of the cottagee. Tb; vicinity of all the buildings required very 
considerable grading off to prepare the surface for the stone walk* that would be neces- 
sary in mnddy and wet weather. About 13,000 waa spent in Ibis work. The expense 
waa greater because all this work was reqaired to be done before the opening of the 
hospital and consequently before the labor of the patients could be utilized. 

About S5,000 square feet of atone Saggiog waa purchased of the Cleveland Stone Ccu, 
through J. W. Myers & Co., and the larger part of it has been pat in place. The price 
paid waa nine cents per rquare foot for 2j-inch and 7 j conls for two-inch, delivered at 
Maasilloo. The main walk is six feel wide and the bruiGhea to the cottages four feet in 
width. On account of'so mnch filled ground over which the walks-extend it was thought 
l>etter Io use the flsgging ihan the cement or artificial stone, as it could be taken up and 
relaid more readily where aettling occurred. The wisdom of this is apparent as in a 
number of instances blocks of the stone have been relaid from this cause several times. 

The excavations tor the lewer and for the service and fire lines of water pipes made 
much refilling necessary and conseqaently much saltling. 
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I^UmBT APFAElTUa. 



In pnrauMice ot a call for bida for laaodrj nuohiiuiT and drjing room oatfit, and 
kfter carefnl conaideration, a coatracl wa* mad« with the American Lanndrj Mackinatf 
Oompan; of CinoiDoati, Ohio, for tlie neoMaarj appuatu, pnl in plMe, for Uie aam of 
$2,945. Thii indadet an all-metal drj hoiua witli 18 bortee 18 feet in lengtli and ei^ht 
feet high. 

The machinerr also inclnded tbree all-metal wa«her«, one Tolhnnt extractor, one 
American Linndr; Companj extractor, one sterilizer, one combined ihirt and ooUu 
and caff ironer, and one hospital mansle- The latter «»e aubeeqnentl^ exchanged for a 
"Mammoth" mangle at an adTanee of $600 on the oaotract priee. 

Thii maohinerj ii all in place and ia operating ver^ aatiafaoloril;. The main 
■hafting ii operated bfamotorol IG-horae-powercapacitj. A email motor of flve-horee- 
power eapaoit7 rnni the iterilizer and the email extractor in the ft.al lanndr]', while a 
ipeeial three-horse-power motor, of a circular form is placed on the ihafi of the mangle. 
This enables either part of the machinerj to be ran or itorped independenllj of the 
rest, and it 14 found to be a very oonvenient arraDgeBent. The ironing room proper I* 
fitted up with three circular tables from each of which eight ironing boarda extend the 
required distance. Each board is fitted with an elictrio sad iron, bought of the Ameri 
can Electric Heating Corporation of Cambridgeport, Uaes. We find the arrangement 
an admirable one, sarlng much time and labor to the operators and the electric current 
readUf mainluna the irons at the required temperature. 

KITCHBIt AMD DUINO BOOM APPASATDB. 

The principal amount of the cooking is done in a central kitchen, the hoepital 
bailding alone haring a leparate kitchen for special dietfor the sick anil feeble patients. 
From the central kitchen the lood is oonrered in covered carts to the infirmarj and the 
hospital, and that for the general dintngroom taken to thesteam table in the serving room 
oonneoted with the dinicg room. The dining room proper la composed of three large 
rooms radiating in the shape of a Qreek cross from this serring room as one of the 
wings, and these together have a combined seating capacity of about 1,400 persons. The 
plan adopted contemplated the eqaipmeni of these rooms for all the emplojts and all 
the able-bodied patienls of the hospital wl^en fully completed, and accommodating a 
population of from 1,600 to 1,800 paiieotf. To meet the requirements of these condi- 
tions and to OTsroome the difficulties in the way of properly and promptly dbtribuling 
food to this number of people and of securing it to them in go^d condition, wsa a prob- 
lem that cauied much anxious thought and deliberalion. A plan was finally decided 
npoa and a contract made with the John Van Range Co. of Cincinnati, Oiiio, for the 
iiei nisslj apparatus, including ranges for the main kitchen and the kitchen of the hos- 
pital building, ileam kettles and steamers, lea and coffee umr, steam table and serTing 
table and the apparatus required for keeping the food warm after it had been carred 
and dished up and for distributing it in the dining room when the meal is read;. 

The main carving table is located in the center of the lerrlng room and is about 14 
feet long with compartments for meats and vegetables and soup and a carving board and 
pan. To this all the food for the general dining room ii brought from the kitchen, and 
the meats oarved ready for the tabler. Parallel to this table and a few feet away a steam 
coil table of a convenient height 40 iuobes wide and 18 feet long is placed. Food 
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cunierB, made ol Bumia iron with omamenlftl brua comera uid trimmiiiKt, lined with 
ubcBtog, haviag odb pui 18 inches iqau« Mid four inohcB deep for ineati, another nine 
inchei b; 18 inches and nine Inehef deep foe MUpe, and two other* for Tesetabiee, each 
nine inchee b7 nina IdoIifs and nine inchee deep, the whole makinK a carrier of an onl- 
■ide meaanrement of 20 b7 40 inohae, are prorided to receire the food after It is ready 
for the lablea. Each carrier is capable of holding a sDpplj of food anfScieat for 60 
patienla. . The oompartmenU are each covered with a tin cover and a thick aab«eU« pad 
is placed nndemeath the compartmenta in the bottom of the carrier and when well heated 
this will retain the heat well throngh a meal. BnfBcient of these earriem are provided 
for the nambsr of people to be served. When they have been filled with the warm food, 
which can be done at leisure before the meal is csllsd, the csrriera are placed on the 
eteam coil table before deeoribed and allowed to remain there until the patients are 
seated in the diniuft room. Thej are then carried out into the dining room bj two per- 
sona to each carrier and placed on neat tables of a aiss juat sufficient to hold the carrier, 
each table having a shelf nnderneath the table for the covers of tlie trajs. Thcae (ablea 
are located kt variona points in the dining room as may be found most convenient and 
from thew the diabes and platters for the separate table* are filled and distrlbated. 
Square tables aeating eight persons are need ezolusivelj In the dining room and all the 
table fornilure that is ordinarilj used ia provided. By thu means the food is kept hot 
throughout the meal, it is presented in more palatable form and there ia no crowding in 
and out of the serving room for freeh anpplifs. ' The coffee and tea are made in arcs in 
the serving room and distributed in enameled pols whieb are placed near the food 
carriers. In all my experience I have not seen so effective a method of distributing food 
in large qaantities whare the lime is limited and promptness of service rvt^uired. 
The total ooit of all the kitchen and serving room apparatus was S2,757.M. 

FBZPAKATIOM or ESC7II.DIIIOS. 

The laundry, sewing room, assorting room, kitchen, bakery, scullery and serving 
room required fitting ont with tables and shelving all of which waa made In the carpenter 
shop of the hospital. Many of the clothes rooms in the cottages and warda required 
ahelving. 

Aa the qnarteis for employes are not yet provided it was ntccaaaty to arrange tem- 
porary rooma in auch buildinga as could be utilized for the purpose. Over the store 
room two rooma were prepared. Booms were made by runniuK partitions aoroas each 
end of the second story of the workshop and one end of the sewing room. The tliird 
story of the liospital building had a Urge attic that was plastered and Sooced and made 
available for several persons. One end of olc wing of the hospital was fitted up In like 
manner. A number of the attendants were provided for in some of the rooms that are 
designed ultimately for the use of patients. The expense ol all these changes has been 
conaiderable and is made neoeaaary by the incomplete condition of the hospital. 

The laundry apparatus, kitchen apparatna, air compreasor, ice machinery, |ind the 
engine for the electric mschinciy, all required to be oonneoted with the general steam 
plant, neoeseiULing the pDrchasa of a large amount of pipe and fittings and the employ- 
ment of several meofaanice for abont three months during the snmmer. Hydraulic 
elevators were placed in the hospital bailding and the infirmary at acost of $i/n6.00 pat 
in place, and these had to be connected with the main water line and with the lewer 
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To properl; protect the bniljinp [rom fire, tha fin line of pipe wu extended oon- 
Biderablj end ■ namber of mddilionki fire pluKi pot in place. A chemical engine ind 
three hoee reela were parcbased, together ^ith a hook and ladder track and 1,200 feet of 
hose. This apparatna ia all placed In the first storj of the water tower, while the Becoird 
itory of tliia building, under the water tanks abave, which are 40 feet aboTe the floor 
line, ia utiliied aa a aleepinft room for the firemen. 

The farm bnildinga are located about a half mile from the hoapital site, on the weet 
aide of the farm lands^ With these wa« a anbatantial farm honae which we expected to 
ntiliie temporarilj for a reaidence for the snperintendent. About the time we took 
charge this farm hoQie was itmck by lightning and entirely destroyed. As all the farm 
baildings and the stock are located at this point it was deemed important to have the 
honae rebuilt at once, and in order to hare reaponaible Baperrialon of the atcck and the 
farm and garden it was decided to make this the residence of the steward and bis family 
and the center of all the farming operations. The old fonndatlon was atlllted In part 
and the house rebuilt by employing mechanics and bnying the material necessary. It 
was made of sufficient site to accommodate the steward and his famllj and the teamsters 
and garden help. It Ii difficnlt to eatlmate the coal of the rebaildlng au the labor waa 
done by mecbanica hired by thtf day and employed at limes on other work at the faoapital, 
but it waa probably in the neighborhood of $3,500.00. A water line waa laid from thla 
residence to the main line of the hospital system a distacoe of aboat 3,000 feet. A tine 
of poles and wires for electric lighting and telephone seryice were run to the building 
site iibout the same distance. 

A complete telephone system waa put in place and 19 instruments located in the 
different bnildings. A contract was made with the CfntraJ Union Telephone Company 
for the rental of their Instrnments. A 50-drop switch waa purchased and pnt In plsce. 
Bnbber covered dnplei wires were used and cables placed in the tunnels as far as they 
could be utlliMd to advantage. Provision was made for the futare also n far as posEible 
and the changse that will be required aa the bnildinga are extended can be made with 
but little additional eipenae, 

. Four draught teams, a carriage team and a market wagon team and one single 
driver have been boDght, together with the harness required. One osrriage, two bugKiee, 
one market wagon and four farm wagons were also purchased, and they have all be»n 
utilized to good advantage all summer in the farm and garden work and in hauling 
supplies and provisions to the hospital. More than $1,000 was paid ont for freights 
alone, and thu will give some idea of the enormous amonnt of labor requited to trans- 
port and put in place all this material. 

7URKITIIU AND rURMUBIKGB. 

More than 700 window blinds were bought and pat in place. In preparing the 
' buildings for the reception of patients, large rngs of tapestry brnssels were placed on 
the floors of the oottagee and the hospital building. They were fumlthed by the David 
C. Beggs Carpet Co., of Columbus, Ohio, and are unusually neat and attractive In ap- 
pearance. The work of making and fitting them was remarkably well done by the firm. 
The price of the best grade*, cat and made with flat seams, and well pressed, was 57 
cents per yard. 

Five hundred hair mattresses were made at the hospital, and GOO iron beds were 
parchased and put in pUc«. They were manufactured by the Cleveland Brass and Iron 
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Bed Co., ind are DnQiukllj neU uid attrullre in dttlga. The fimi through which 
ther were porchaaed, the Lederer Fnrnltiire Co., of develand, Ohio, hu shown a oom- 
nendable deiire to make them latiitactorj in eve rj rnpect, and hai cheerfally replaced 
ererj' defaotive part whenerei ducorered. Feather pillowi are nicd ihrooghont, except 
for a few of the more deatmctiTe patients in the infirmary bniMini;. Conchea, lonnitM, 
rookeia, Etnight ohaira, dining chaira, tablea and center tables make ap the bolk of the 
other fanltDre. About 60 pictnrcB were bought framed, and more will be required. 

At last, after man; Texations ddaya and many annoying diBappotntmenli, the 
boildinga were made ready, and the flrat palienti, 126 in number, were received from the 
Toledo State Hospital on September 6, beinx the patienta sent to that initilntion from 
Stark county. Two days later 132 were rfoeived from the Clereland hoapital, and on 
September 16 a third installment of 85 were received from the Colnmbn* Stale Hospital. 
This made a total of 343 patients, the institution having a limit at present of about 400 
beds. 

Many temporary expedienti had to be devised to accommodate both iiexei in the 
bnildings tho* far oompUted, The olaMificatioo is aecemaiily imperfect, and much re- 
stricted on account of the inoomplete oondition of the hoapital. The bnildings at 
present occupied are not intended for all claaeei of patients, and some are necessarily as- 
sociated in one building who ought to be separated. Notwithstanding all these embar- 
rassments, however, you will be gratified to know that the buildings are not disappoint- 
ing in their adaptability to the care of the classes for whom they are intended. The 
hospital building, and the infirmary fspeoially, when they can be finally restricted to 
the classes for whom they are designed, we are confident, will be found eminently satia- 
faclot; in operation. The system of heating and ventilation, in the former especially, 
is the best that can be devised. The Johnson system of automatic tamperature regnla- 
lion is used in all buildings occupied by patients, and we can commend it highly for cer- 
tainty and reliability in operation. One hospital bnilding, one infirmary and two 
cottages oompriae the buildings thus far completed for the use of patients directly. 
There will be nltimately another hospital building and another infirmary buildioK, one 
for each sex, but at present both sexes have to be provided for in each building. The 
bnildinits are two stories high, and with some inconvenience admit of being used sepa- 
rately on each fioor. Of the two cottages, one is nsed for males and one for females^ 
In this way we have been enabled to make arrangements tor the two sexes in about 
eqnal degree and to reduce to a minimnm the danger from improper classification or too- 
free association of the sexes, bat it is not an arrangement that should be continued anjr 
longer than it is possible to complete the remaining bnildings. The dangers are necee- 
•arily considerably greater than they wonld be with all the buildings in use.^ 

COMBTHDCnOB OP NSW BniLDmOB, 

During the past winter plans were prepared for an office building, an auditorium, 
a superintendent's residence, and six cottages. After the appropriations had been made 
bids were asked tor all of these except the andilorium, with separate bids for one ot the 

To expedite the construction of the office building and Ihe euperioleiidenl's rtsi- 
dence a contract was made with J. W. Myirs & Cv>. for the foundalions of these two 
buildings on June 2, while Ihe advertis«ment for bids on Ihe main 

2 HASfi'M ST. Hoer, 
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The amoant pmid them «■«, for tli« fonndRtioii ot the offiM baildinf $2,610. 7S, and lor 
that of the reudence, 12,781.80. On June 33 k contract was made with B. H. Evana A 
Co., of ZaneiTille, Ohio, for the completion of the offioe bnildiiiK ■■><' the Haperintend- 
ent'i reaidence, and for cottagei G, D, F, O and H eomplef , inclnding heatia^ and 
electric wiring, foi thesnm of $112,717.21. 

This eontract proTidei that it ahall not l>e binding on the State berond the faods 
available from the appropriations for oonstrnction for the jear 1898-9, and it soon 
became evident that the amount reqnirrd to oIom up the old contrtcta and to equip the 
bnildiDga and prepare them and the groanda for the reception of patient* wonld not 
leave Hifficinit in the appropriation to complete Chia contract. Under iheseolicnm' 
■tancee it is recommended that this oonlrac^be >o modified as to omit the oonstrnction 
of cerUin cbttagea at present eo as to bring the amount within the snm available. Thb 
ia conaidered preferable to asking of the emergencj boaid authoritv to create adificiency 
in thia f and. 

The data for thia modification is now being collected, end will be presented to 70U 
for 70ttr consideration later. 

rtB^BGIAL. 

The funds available for the year 1898 irere oa follows; 

For corrent expense $36,000 

For Bslsriea of officers 4,000 

Forfnrnishiog- : 30,000 

For coiiBl ruction 120,000 

For railroad bwitch - 6,000 

Out of the current expense fund it was ntcessar; to purchase horses, hameoa, 
wagons, buggies and carrisges, snd sbont $2,300 was spent out of this fund for this pur- 
pose. The labor of preparing the bcildingi, cleaning windowp, distributing furniture, 
making bedding and table linen, toweling, etc., hauling out freight and raising a crop 
on the farm aid garden was another very oonsiderable item. For sa much as two 
moDtbb belt-ie the opening of the hospital the pay roll, including watchman, clerk hire, 
sewing girle, engineers, plumbers, painters, carpenters, gardenerii, teamsters, landicape 
gardener, laborers, and such positions as righlfnlly belonged to the current expense 
of the iostitntion, amounted to fullj $1,000 per month. 

The hospital kitchen and dining room were fitted up early in August, and for about 
four weeks before the opening more than 30 employes were boarded, bo as to reduce the 
wages by this amount and to accnatom the cooks and dining room help to the work 
before the patients arrived. 

A full stock of supplies of all kinds was laid in in the store room, including cloth- 
ing, dry goods, qnetoawsTe, grocerits of ail kinds, notions snd all the various articles 
required for such an institution. Up to and inclnding the August settlement, before 
any patients had been admitted, ihere had beta expended out of this fund for sU these 
purposes the sum of $12,686.13. This left of the S36.000 appropriated only $23,414.87 to 
run the institntion six months, or an average of $4,000 per month. 

Experience has demoistraled that this sum is wholly insdtquale. Each month 
thus far has cost us above $6,000. The pay roll alone amounts to slmost $2,000 per 
month, and the fuel bills, meats, milk, butler, geteral groceriee, fruits, dry gcods, etc., 
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for 450 to 600 p«c>pL«, make np (he baluioe. We hkre tried lo cconomiu in labor u far 
a* it VM deemed lafe, and the dietar; i* based as nearl; as poaeible on the eoale of that 
adopted by the other State hoepittle. A deficit oo Pebmur IS next ia inevitable under 
tbeae circa melancee, in thli fond, and while it can be amnged for thii year by oanring 
over nntil that time a nnmber of our aceonnis, it will have to be provided for at the 
cloee of the year 1S99. The appropriation for current ezpenae f jr that year is baaed On 
a par capita ezpecss oF llfiO per annum, and we are now latiafied that ihli u entirely 
ttjo low. We have no repair fund and alt ipeohaDira must be paid out of the one fund. 
The engiaeer department and the other outside places rcqniie practically as maoh as 
would be needed for an institation of 1,SOO patientf, as everything already provided has 
b«m arranged for this nnmbeT. We will do the beat we can, but cannot avoid the defi- 
ciency in tbis fund. Is the present incomplete state the inatilntioa cannot be con- 
ducted economically, although we believe when it u finally completed the running 
expenses will not be greater than those of the other State hoapitals. 

Thetumitnre fund has been entirely expended, and in one or two directions was 
baldly adequate, but everythinK necessary for ibe present baildings has been thus far 
procured and paid for. For the buildiiiKB now under contract, howeTcr, which are to be 
completed dnring the year 1S99, a further snm will be required and this subject will 
need to be presented to the emergency board when the times arrivea. In fitting up the 
hoapiUl many of the departments, includicg especially the kitchens, dialog rooms and, 
laundry, required abnut as much as they would need for the fully compleled hospital 
and this added c nsiderably to the expense. The sum appropriated was not over half 
that appropriated for the furnishing of any of the other insane aajlums that have been 
opened in recent yeare. 

The ccnstrnction fund will be found itemized In the report of the steward. Out of 
thia fund there was paid out on the old contracts the snm of tG9,733; on the new con- 
Iracta, including the amount paid on the new bnilding«, S22,<181.24; ta the architects 
$5,600; for sewerage plant and entire syalem, 310,789.27; for engineerii' supplies, includ- 
ing pipe, hydrants and hardware, $2,^69.65; for lumber, $926.71; tor drilling wella, , 
$971.75; (or expenses of trusteea, ]1,747.64; for coal, $1,230 28; for electric and telephone 
suppliet and electric motors, $1,263.47 

Of the remainder the principal lum was expended in lalior for grading and anper- 
inteudeace of canstruction, and for the construction of the steward's residence, but as 
these p»y rolls are included in thit for ths^wer sysl«m, it is not possible to separate 

We regret that the funds have not reached as far as was anticipated, but in every 
expenditure we hare tried to have a consclenlions regard for the best interests of the 
hospital and its future welfare, end we take much pleasure in calling your attention to 
the character of the work accomplished throcghonL fn all departments we are glad to 
report that the results are eminantly satisfactory. The aewage system leema to be the 
best that could hive been devised. Ths water supply i* unsurpassed forexcelltn^ and 
nnfailing character. The cold storage apparatus is working entirely satisfactorily. The 
electric machinery is answering the purpose well. The lanndry machinery is in all 
reapecta first claas. The kitchen and dining room appatntus is well tidapled to the usta 
intended. The heating apparatus we believe lo be the beat that ooald have been devised 
for a hospital of thia character. The work on the buildinga and their genertl fqnip-' 
meal can bs oommended in every respect, and I cannot really point to any parlicnlar in 
which either building* or machinety have been in any material degree disappiinling. 
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For ftll tlia vexing deUile of the put lii monttis thu U ■ ooDcoling n flcctioa. Ib 
■11 ODT effort! we have tried to carry onl jonr *ieWB,RO WellkDowii from Ihi htKiwnimgtt 
ecUve work on this boipitel, to batM for the falurr. We have tried lo leave DVlhiB^ 
nndoD« that would cootribnta to greater dar^bility, believing thia the irne econovy i» 
the conal motion of an iaititDtion dcatined to endure for geueratioiu aod sab jer t to A* 
hard niai^ that aneh a hospital miut eipeot. 

Some detail* will alwayi remain when improvement can be eoggeeted and we «■» 
•ee m»n7 placet where we conld now soggcel still more satiafactory ariaogemnla, Wt 
taken all in all, we believe jon may be enoonraned )tj the preaent oondition of ihe hee- 
pital to hope that it will fulfill evtrj expeotfttion of its projector! and fricudi.

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STEWARD'S REPORT.
